In REQUEST REPLY BY COB 13 JULY^ IF POSSIBLE, m? FYI ONLY, HIGHEST 
VELS OF USG CURRENTLY DISCUSSING VARIOUS OPTIONS FOR DEALING WITH THE 
SOVIETS, INCLUDING POSSIBLE PRISONER EXCHANGES. BALODIS'S NAME CAME UP IN 
TRIS REGARD.
